Which tho it be become a meer 
Formality, in regard their 'Truſtees, the Nobility 
and Gentry, have already anſwered tor them ; yet 
tle Vormalics it- ſelf remains a Mark of their An- 
cient Power, And therefore .in a Politick Sence, 
for we bave. nothing. here to do. with. the Divine 
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Sence; it is not ſd true that Kings are Inveſted 
with all their Authority from God, ſince it is ap- 
parent that they derive a great part of their Autho- 


rity from the People. 


But fays the Do#or, If the People have ſuch «4
